On motion of the same gentleman, George W. Fowler 
of Pembroke was elected Clerk by acclamation. 

On motion of Mr. Lee, the Chairman was instructed 
to appoint a committee of five members to confer with 
the County Commissioners, /Sheriff and any other 
County officers relative to appropriations and any other 
matters that should be considered by the convention and 
to report at a later meeting. 

On motion of Mr. Ahern of Concord, the time and 
place of later meetings were to be named by the Chair- 
man and Clerk. 

On motion of Mr. Jordan of Concord, adjourned.

A meeting of the delegation was held in the Chapel at 
the County Farm, Feb. 10, 1919, in accord with due pre- 
vious notice, following a dinner served under the direc- 
tion of the County Commissioners.

The roll was called and 34 members respond- 
ed, and a quorum was declared present. 

Lee of Concord, Chairman of the special committee, 
presented the following communication from the Com- 
missioners:

There was further discussion by Martin of Franklin, 
who seconded the amendment, and by Fowler of Pem- 
broke and Couch of Concord. The amendment was de- 
clared lost by vote of 11 to 22, and the resolution was 
adopted. 

Upon motion of Ahern of Concord, the County tax for 
1920 was fixed at $99,400 and that for 1921, $99,400.

Motion carried, with understanding that this 
amount is to be in addition to $3,000 already appropriat- 
ed. ) 

House Bill No, 292 considered and amendment made 
by Ahern of Concord, as follows: 

“Amend section 1 of the bill by adding at the end 
thereof the following words, ‘provided that such ex- 
pense to be paid from the County Treasury shall not ex- 
ceed the sum of $300.00 in any year, so that said sec- 
tion as amended shall read: 

Sect. 1. Subject to the approval of the County Com- 
missioners, the Register of Probate for Merrimack 
County may employ such clerical assistance as may be 
necessary for the proper conduct of the business of his 
office and of that of the probate court, and the expense 
thereof shall be paid from the county treasury, provided 
that such expense to be paid from the county treasury 
shall not exceed the sum of $300.00 in any year.” 

Mr. Orr of committee of inquiry reported that 
Register of Probate reported that his income from of- 
fice was $2,400 per year. 
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Voted that bill be recommended as inexpedient to 
legislate.

COUNTY FARM. 


‘The affairs at the County Farm continue in a most 
satisfactory condition under the efficient direction of 
Mr. and Mrs. J. M. Lorden as Superintendent and 
matron. : 

Notwithstanding the greatly increased cost of all ne- 
cessities, the net cost of maintaining the institution has 
not been very materially increased during the past year. 
The farm is in a high state of cultivation, which makes 
it possible to raise large crops and thus help keep the 
living costs down.

Under this head are included those who receive aid 
from the County in their homes; children in orphanages, 
private homes and hospitals, but not including aid fur- 
nished to soldiers or to the needy blind. The amount 
expended for this relief during the year was $33,114.00 


JAIL. 


The County Jail continues in charge of High Sheriff 
George A. Wooster whose management, we believe, has 
met with the hearty approval of all concerned. It is our 
belief that the County Jail system in New Hampshire 
should be abolished and a State workhouse established. 
We believe this should be done for many reasons, first 
among which is the direct benefit which would come to 
the prisoners themselves by being given some useful 
employment, either in the shop or on the land, rather 
than serving terms of idleness in some jail cell. On the 
other hand the prisoner would be able to earn something 
toward his support and possibly prevent his family from 
being made public charges. | 

Nearly every County in the State has a modern House 
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of Correction where minor offendors might be sent and 
be provided employment. We trust the next Legis- 
lature will take some action looking toward the better- 
ment of that class of unfortunates who now make up the 
jail population in New Hampshire. 


FINANCES OF THE COUNTY. 


The total appropriation for the year 1919 was $96,600. 
This was $2,800 less than in 1918. All bills which were 
presented for payment and approval have been paid, 
leaving a cash balance in the treasury at the close of the 
year of $6,019.57.

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REPORT OF THE CHAPLAIN 


This institution now renders a service that was done 
by the Church in earlier centuries. As society has de- 
veloped and work once done by the Church has been 
taken over by the State, there has been a division of 
function, and charitable work that was once done by the 
Church and other religious institutions has been assum- 
ed by the State. This leaves the Church free to lead in 
the reconstruction of the social order instead of repair- 
ing the damages done, to a large extent at least, by the 
imperfect social order that is now passing away. Be- 
fore this important change took place, religion and the 
church had to do with repair work, while the new work 
was made by the State. A modern preacher who serves 
as chaplain of an institution like this should be an ex- 
pert in repair work. In his own pulpit he preaches the 
social gospel: in the chapel it must be individual. Such 
a situation is good for the “modern preacher.” He 
realizes that the Master sought the individual. 

We miss the prisoners at the chapel services. Many 
of them were good listeners, ready for the preacher’s 
best. And yet we would not have old John Barleycorn 
to reign over us. We prefer preaching to empty seats. 

The chapel services have been much helped musical- 
ly by Bertha Colby, Marie Morgan and Jennie Cosette, 
and our thanks are given them for their services.

SOLICITOR’S REPORT. 


To the Commissioners for the County of Merrimack: 


In accordance with the provisions of the Public Sta- 
tutes, I am submitting to you my report for the year 
ending December 31, 1919. 

At the April term of the Superior Court, the Grand 
Jury found 17 indictments against 15 respondents, as 
follows: 


Adultery 3 
Attempted rape 1 
Breaking and entering 7 
Forgery 1 
Larceny 2 
Rape + 


Of these respondents, one was sentenced to prison and 
six to jail. In five cases the sentences were suspended, 
in one case the respondent has not been apprehended 
as yet. 


At the October term of the Superior Court, the Grand 
Jury found 16 indictments: 
Adultery 
Attempted rape 
Breaking and entering 
Larceny 
Unlawful cohabitation 
Of these respondents one was sentenced to prison, 
four to jail, and one to House of Correction. Three of 
the respondents were turned over to Grafton County, 
three received suspended sentences, and two of the in- 
dictments have not been reached for trial. 
Prison sentences were imposed in two cases the first 
part of the year where the indictments had been found 
during the term of my predecessors. 
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In addition to the handling of the indictments two ap- 
peal cases have been tried by jury. One of these was a 
liquor case which had its origin in Concord, and, although 
a verdict was returned in favor of the respondent, the 
practical effect seems to have been very good. ‘The 
liquor situation throughout the county is very satisfactory 
on the whole. 

On October 12, Dennis J. Clifford of Hooksett was 
murdered in his home. Diligent efforts had been made 
by my predecessor, Mr. Dudley, to find the guilty parties, 
and during the first part of 1919 every clue that presented 
itself was run down without success. On November 6, 
1919, Maurice F. Otterson, a splendid young citizen of 
Hooksett, was shot and killed in his home. Evidence 
will be presented to the next grand jury in an effort to 
fix responsibility for this crime. 

At the October term a bill in equity was brought for 
the forfeiture of forty-eight gallons of pure grain alcohol 
which was seized as an illegal shipment last January. 
Under a decree of the court this liquor is now being sold 
by the Sheriff, and should net the county several hundred 
dollars. 

The most troublesome problem which confronts the 
Solicitor is the proper handling of cases in which hus- 
bands desert their families. Obviously a man in jail is 
not much assistance in the way of support, so in the aver- 
age case the best policy has seemed to be the imposition 
of a suspended sentence. There is a surprisingly large 
number of these cases, and I endorse the suggestion of 
one of my predecessors that a workhouse would be an 
admirable institution for those gentlemen whose family 
obligations rest too lightly on their shoulders. 

The unfailing courtesy and co-operation of officials of 
all ranks throughout the entire country has been of very 
great assistance to me.

In conclusion, gentlemen, allow me to thank you for 
the courtesies shown me since my report of 1918. Per- 
mit me to thank the Clerk of Court, County Solicitor, 
all the attorneys of Merrimack County, the police de- 
partment of the various cities and towns and also all 
my deputies. 

At this time I would like to make a few suggestions 
which I think would be of benefit to the County, finan- 
cially and otherwise. The condition of the Merrimack 
County Jail at the present time is in very bad shape, and 
to put it in the condition that other jails in the State are 
in would cost thousands of dollars. It is unfit for use. 
My suggestion to you and to the tax payers of Merri- 
mack County is that the jail should be sold or closed, 
and that a few cells be placed in the basement of the 
Court House for the use of the sheriff to hold prisoners 
until after their preliminary hearing and then be taken 
. to the jail at the House of Correction to be held for trial. 
I think this would be a great saving to the county. ‘The 
duties of the sheriff are such that there is work enough 
for him to do without being jailor. ‘he sheriff’s salary 
being only six hundred dollars, I think it should be 
increased, and the Commissioners should provide a suit- 
able place for him to live where it would be convenient 
to reach him at all times by the citizens.
